A colleague sends me the following 
extract from a letter written in Hong 
Kong the night after the recent big 
typhoon :— 

‘‘T am writing this in a deserted office. 
Last night we had our first typhoon this 
year. Í was in bed, at 2.50 a.m., when 
three comrades came in to tell me that a 
typhoon had arrived. That was pretty 
obvious, for the floor of two of the bed- 
xooms was lifting, and a number of tiles 
had come through the inner balcony 
windows. We had four typhoon bars 
across ali the windows, so they didn’t 
blow in. 

“As my bedroom has a concrete floor, 
we stayed there until 3.30 a.m., when the 
hi, which indicates the centre of the 
typoon, passed —and our first chimney- 
stack went. This put about a hundred- 
weight of bricks into the living room next 
door, so we decided to move. Our move- 
ments were accelerated when the bar 
across the bathroom windows broke. The 
full force of the wind entered the bath- 
room and blew down most of the lath and 
plaster wall between it and my room. We 
retired to the drying room, which is 
window less, 

“ A little later some twelve feet of the 
ten-foot. high wall round the compound 
blew down, and two wood and corrugated 
iron garages vanished into the air. 


“ WCoderate Wind 

“ After that the wind moderated rather, 
and by daylight had dropped to a steady 
40-50 m.p.h. gale, accompanied by 
torrential rain. 

‘“As soon as we dared, we went next 
door to see how the women had fared. They 
were all in one room, and in a bit of a 
panic. Most of their roof had gone and a 
number of windows, but no interior -falls 
had occurred, except in the drying room, 
which happened to be empty. Most of 
their clothes are ruined. What with war 
in S’hai and typhoons in H.K., they are 
seeing life! 

‘Greatly daring, we took out one of 
the cars and went down to the office. 
Devastation everywhere. The wind was the 
colossal I have ever seen. The whole 

ly rocked. The lintel of one 
ge was blown nearly two hundred 
: Trees were uprooted, the roads 
were covered in places with earth and rock 
falls. One of our ‘ godowns’ was de- 
roofed. Our back chimney-pot, weighing 
about 56lb., landed nearly twenty-five 
yards away and buried itself in the lawn. 
The garden had just ceased to exist. 

‘“ Anyway, it’s all over, and was really 
very interesting while it lasted. Ap- 
parently, I slept through two hours of it.”

To take just. one- side of historical 
material which the scenarists are often 
tempted ‘to use—the love affairs of history. 
Historic loves and hates make ideal 
film material: they are fairly familiar 
to the potential audience, they are 
of. epic. proportions, and they are 
conducted on the grand scale of historical 
interest.- For. all these reasons historic love 
affairs should -offer. the scenarist splendid 
foundations ‘for.all the films which Holly- 
wood would: be able to produce. There is, 
however, one major difficulty: the ‘love 
affairs of history are invariably fatal and 
tragic. 


'' Blood in the Fifth” 


The dramatist may with impunity offer 
“ blood in the fifth act ” but death in the 
last reel is not a favoured. treatment of 
the ‘film-makers. History really should 
have been more considerate of the future. 


Hollywood. in .mind, an unfortunate 
alternatiye is presented to film producers 
who feel impelled to dabble in the past. 
Should they. use history literally, sad 
endings and all, or should they ' follow 
the. Hollywood custom, of retouching and 
remoulding the story until it-retains litt] 
or nothimg of its ‘original qualities, bu 
conforms to the happy-ever-after formula ? 

Corisider ‘for a. moment. “ The Charge of 
the Light Brigade,’’. or hark: back to ‘‘ The 
Private Life. of. Henry ‘VIII.’’ = or 
‘* Catherine ’* or. ‘‘-Mary-of Scotland.’’ In 
all these films ‘are segments of some of the 
world’s most interesting historical events ; 
and with amazing’ consistency these his- 
torical and .pséudo-historical films have 
maintained «a. high: standard. What was 
wrong in them all: was:that real personali- 
ties, with-all.the glamour. of history upon 
them, were .sét into a story with historical 
background, but. supplied with imaginative 
detail: In this there. is nothing artisti- 
cally wrong; ,it is but. following ‘the pre- 
cedent set’ for’a-long time by the historical 
novelists, and made respectable by. Sir 
Walter Scott. 


Hollywood Seholare 


Such history is merely. one of several 
kinds of treatment: of which the cinema is 
capable. The ‘mere recording with 
cameras of what reputable scholars have 
agreed took place fails to interest the new 
scholars of Hollywood, who must. make 
additions. to fact from their. own. fertile 
imaginations. ‘This method of treatment 
is easiest for the scenarist. “He picks some 
small point in the historical story, assures 
himself that such little matters as dates 
and locations ‘are correct, and then brings 
the historical characters into a conven- 
tional tale. -Conscience is stilled by the 
employment of all kinds of. experts to 
verify the insignificant details. For 
example, the historic charge in. ‘* The 
Charge of the Light Brigade ' is perfect 
down to the last button, although ail that 
precedes it is highly imaginative. Yet, 
in the facts of history as fine a film could 
be found. 3 

Bound even less by the shackles of fact 
are the Cecil-B.« DeMille type-of historical 
film, from. ‘‘ The “Ten Commandments ”’ 
to “ The Crusades.” “Nothing, least of all 
historic fact, can stop. DeMille when he 
secures thousands “of “‘extras’’’’ and a 
large herd» of horses. It would be easy to 
condemn these ‘DeMille films—to laugh 
their history. to scorn—but such spectacles, ' 
even though they.-are* unconstrained by 
veracity, have, their own place in showing 
the »broader. aspects of history to: a: com- 
paratively unlearned multitude.

A general meeting of the Irish Victuallers’ 
Association, at which Mr. Michael O’Lougblin 
(Ennistymon) presided, in the unavoidable 
absence.of Mr. J. O’Connor (Limerick), was 
held yesterday in Wynn’s Hotel, Dublin. 
There was a good attendance. The financial 
and Secretary’s reports were’ considered, and 
showed that the Association was in a sound 
condition, in spite of the fact that there was 
a heavy drain on the funds due to the late 
Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Act. 

A lengthy discussion on the proposed public 
abattoirs took place. As the majority of 
victuallers have complied with the require- 
ments of the Board of Health and resent the 
proposal of central abattoirs, it was stated 
that it would be very inconvenient to country 
victuallers. 

Complaints were made .by all branches of 
the Association regarding the system. of 
marketing hides, skins and offal. The carriage 
and commission charges were considered 
exorbitant, and members were advised to 
withhold their supplies until a better market 
was found, as negotiations in this direction 
were showing a more hopeful outlook. 

The importance of displaying certificates. of 
membership was stressed, and adequate 
supplies of these cards were sent to County 
Secretaries, who will distribute them to their 
respective members, io be hung in a 
prominent position in their shops.

There is the man who argues that, while he 
realises that it is hts duty to his family to be 
insured, he does not like the idea of paying 
life insurance premiums because they call too 
vividly to his mind the fact of the inevita- 
bility of death. He does not like paymg for 
something which will not be realised until he 
dies, 


ENDOWMENT 


We: do not. know if this. is a common 
argument, but we certainly have heard it 
advanced... There is, however, a complete and 
perfect answer to it. It is the endowment 
policy, which, while safeguarding the family 
of the insured person, gives him a reasonable 


j chance of getting his anoney back, with very 


generous interest in most cases when the 


policy falls due. , 
In fact, the man who is hot in a pension- 


able occupation, and who has failed to make 


provision for his old age by some form of 
endowment or: superannuation policy is living 
in a fool’s paradise, .unless he has sufficient 
private means to guarantee a comfortable old 


age. 
HOUSE PURCHASE 


Endowment insurance also has played a 
big part in making easy the matter of home 
urchuse for those who can buy their. resi- 
ences only on the ‘‘easy payments” plan. 

Some companies will advance as mach as 
80 per cent. of the amount required for pur 


‘chasing the house, the money being repay- 


able in instalments over a period of years to 
suit the purchaser, a reasonable rate of 
interest being charged, 

It is often the case that the taking out 
of an endowment policy is part of the pur- 
chase scheme, so that, in the event of the 
death of the occupant of the home, the out- 
standing instalments are recoverable from the 
endowment and his wife becomes the~owner 
of the premises. 

The advantages of home purchase through 
insurance companies are very obvious. The 
householder has the satisfaction of knowing 


that when he pays the money at the end of 
each month or quarter it is not just rent—it 
is something towards making the house in 
which he lives his own. 

For a young couple just setting out on 
married life, and who have not enough capital 
to buy a house outright, this system is un- 
doubtedly best; and, judging from the 
amount of business done in ‘his direction, 
people are beginning to realise how useful 
insurance companies can be to them. 


FIRE INSURANCE 


Fire insurance in Great Britain had its 
origin after the great fire of London. The 
widespread havoc wrought by that disaster 
created a demand for protection, and the re- 
maining years of the seventeenth century saw 
the formation of many companies for that 
purpose, 

Without experience to guide them, their 
operations were largely experimental, but the 
enterprise succeeded, and at the beginning 
of the next century more companies were 
formed, some of which still exist. 

Abroad progress was not so rapid, and it 
was not until the middle of the eighteenth 
century that fire insurance appeared in 
Germany and North America, In France 
the first company formed was in 1816 and 
in Russia 1827. 

In England, by that time, sufficient ex- 
erience had been accumulated to put the 

usiness on a scientific footing, and the 
offices began to pool their results to obtain 
a more accurate basis for the calculation of 
rates. This led in 1858 to the formation of 
the Fire Offices Committee. 

The insurance companies had been main- 
taining their own fire brigades, and of that 
phase there is an interesting souvenir in the 
Old Dablin Exhibition at present taking place 
in the Municipal sate of Modern Art, in 
the shape of a set of fire marks hearin 
insurance companies’ names taken from ol 
buildings in this city. 

In J.ondon the fire extinguishing appliances 
of the insurance companies were combined in 
a brigade for the common protection until 
1865, when they were taken over by the 
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old watch and chain found with Philip 


oyle, a silver watch found with William 


Doyle, and two other watches found on Charles 


Byrne by Sergeant Moran.

In some countries—notably Uruguay and 
Costa Rica—fire insurance is undertaken by 
the Government. 


MODERATE PREMIUMS 


For the companies, fire insurance is a some- 
what complicated business because of the 
difficulties of assessment of premiums and of 
awards. To-day, however, in view of the 
reat protection which is afforded to the 
factory-owner and householder, the premiums 
must be regarded as most moderate. 

One of the difficulties of the companies 
catering for fire risks is the guarding against 
fraud. How many of the numerous fires 
which take place each year are really attri- 
butable-to arson? 

The principle upon which the insurance 
companies work affords the best check pos- 
sible to devise against attempts to age by 
fires. In the strictest sense of the term, 
fire insurance is a contract of indemnity de- 
signed to fecompense only for the actual 
loss sustained. In other words, it is a 
system of mutual co-operation for safe- 
guarding against loss, and not of speculation, 
with a view to making a profit out of ones 
fellow policy holders. pee 

Fire insurance risks usually are divided into 
three categories—common, hazardous, and 
doubly hagardous—the distinctions being 


based upon a variety of considerations, and 


the premiums naturally increase with the 
extent of the risk. 


ANALYSIS DIFFICULT 


The most important considerations in de- 
termining the premiums are the materials of 
which the building to be insured is built, 
the purpose for which the building is being 
used, and, in the case of warehouses and 
factories, the equipment or the lack of eguip- 
ment for fire-fighting purposes. 

The-assessment of premiums is naturally a 
matter of great difficulty; for the experience 
of the past has been so varied as to render 
analysis a baffling problem. Gradually, how- 
ever, this experience is being tabulated and 
steadily the underwriters are approaching the 
ideal of perfect equity in the determination 
of the value of each particular class of risk. 

In order to safeguard themselves as much 
as possible the insurance companies stipulate 
when issuing policies that premiums must not 
be materially altered during the life of the 
policy, unless, of course, a new survey 18 
made, and anv necessary adjustments of the 
policy are made by the company. 

The ordinary fire insurance 
cover loss or damage caused by foreign 
enemies, riot, civil commotion or war, Those 
are separate risks, and premiums to cover 
them ductuate as the danger seems imminent 
or far away. 


MOTOR INSURANCE 


Throughout these islands, in Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State, 
motorists are required by law to insure 
against what are known as third party risks; 
in other words, against any claims for injury 
which might arise as a result of an accident 


‘| caused a car they were driving. 


It is generally agreed that the principle of 
the legislation making this insurance neces- 
sary was sound, It gives the public a form 
of protection against irresponsible persons 
who were neither insured nor had the means 


to pay any damages that might be awarded | 
-| against them in a court of 


aw as a result 
of action by an injured person. 

Before that legislation was introduced it 
usually was the case that the people most 
likely to be covered .by insurance were the 
careful drivers; and it is now the misfortune 
of the insurance companies that they have 
every person entitled to drive, including the 
careless and the reckless, on their books, so 
that for many companies motor insurance is 
the least profitable of all types of insurance, 
and in some cases it does not show a profit 
at all. 

But the wise motorist will not be satisfied 
with the minimum of insurance as required 
by law. He, or she, will be covered against 
other forms of road and motoring risks, and 
‘‘all-in’’ policies are taken out by a great 
many people. 


THIRD PARTY ONLY 


It may be pointed out that with just a third 
party policy the motorist himself is unpro- 
tected. He may be a very careful driver, 
but an accident, due to road conditions or 
some other cause, over which he has no con- 
trol, may occur in. which his.car is wrecked 
or he himself incapacitated, 

He may be deprived of earning his liv- 
ing, perhaps for life, and through the 
economy of not being fully 
insured, he and his family may be faced with 
poverty. 

Even if he is sufficiently well off to avoid 
this poverty, or if he be not permanently 
injured, it is rather absurd to be forced to 
pay for medical treatment and bear the 
loss of his car when a few pounds invested 
each year in insurance conld have saved that 
heavy expenditure. 

Last year in the Trish Free State there 
were 9,602 road traffic accidents, 7,402 of 
them attributed to motor vehicles, and 158 
of the motor accidents had fatal results. In

MARINE INSURANCE 


Marine insurance was the subject of 
sporadic legislation up to the end of the 
nineteenth century; in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth an Act was passed setting up a 
Court of Pollcies of Insurance to ‘arbitrate 
in cases of dispute. 

Marine insurance is effected to a great ex 
tent through the medium of brokers, who, by, 
their expert knowledge, can select the bes 
market in which to place their clients’ risks 
and obtain the best terms for the venture to 
be insured. 


OTHER FORMS 


As stated above, insurance nowadays hag 
many forms. Among miscellaneous insurance 
the following may be noted :— 

Policies are issued to cover the risks of 
housebreaking and larceny, although larceny, 
is excluded if plural tenancy exists, or in the 
case of a flat it it is not self-contained. Pre- 
miums are based on :-he full value of the total 
contents, an excess premium being charged 
if valuables—i.e., gold and silver articles, 
jewellery and furs—exceed one-third of the 
whole. Damage to the building, caused by 
burglars, for which the insured is responsible, 
is included in the nermal policy. 

Employers may insure against various 
abilities for which they may become due, 
such as workmen’s compensation; while ins 
surance also may be effectec covering liability 
in respect of domestic servants, I& 

Then there is plate glass insurance, pre- 
perty owners’ indemnity, “all risks” insura 
ance and fidelity guarantee,

The Minister for Local Government did

reminded the Dublin people of something 
which too many of them have forgotten— 
to wit, that they are citizens of no mean 
city. The -surroundings, indeed, were 
such as to inspire an emotion of pride; 
for Mr O'Kelly was opening the Old 
Dublin Society's. exhibition in the 
Municipal Gallery of Modern Art. Let us 
counsel all our readers to visit that admuir- 
able exhibition, with its wealth of 
pictures, models, books, 
papers, and other witnesses to tradition ; 


coins, news- 
and it is more than probable that they wil] 
echo the Minister’s proud sentiments. They 
will learn that this city of theirs is no 
mushroom growth of a few years, or even, 
as so many famous cities in other lands, 
of a few centuries. Dublin was old when 
Berlin, Leningrad—even as St. Petersburg 
—Prague, and a hundred huge cities of 
the New World were yet unborn, Her 
history stretches back into the darkness of 
the Occident ; so far back as we can read 
of Ireland, we can read of a city that stood 
where Dublin stands to-day. How seldom 
these things are recalled, and how neces- 
sary it is that Mr. O’Kelly and the Old 
Dublin Society should recall them to us! 
Alderman P. 8. Doyle spoke with only too 
much truth when he lamented that the 
people of Dublin are lacking in civic 
spirit, and hoped that the exhibition 
would stimulate their civic pride, Nobody 
desires that citizens of Dublin should 
devote themselves, like the Americans of 
Dicken’s day to a vainglorious ‘‘ boost- 
ing” of their What we need, 
instead, is a resurgence of that quiet, un- 
spoken pride which marks the citizen ot 
every other great capital—of Paris, of 
London. of New York, of all the rest. I[t 
is the pride which is born of a two-fold 
conviction—first, that he is an heir of the 
ages, and, secondly, that his city has not 
declined..from. the standard of her past 
greatness. 

Does the present state of Dublin justify 
such pride on the part of her citizens? 
Looking around them, they can see many 
monuments of a splendid and spacious 
past—but what of the present? The 
magnificent Customs House, sometimes 
said to be the finest Customs House in the 
world, is all but occluded by a squalid 
iron railway bridge, which serves chiefly 
to show how low the taste of the industrial 
age had fallen. A century ago Sackville 
street claimed to be the noblest street in 
Europe. The skeleton of its grandeur is 
there, but how terribly is O'Connell street 
diminished by uninspired building, in- 
artistic statues and interlacing tramway 
wires, Look westward up the Liffey, 
where the dome of the Four Courts and 
the tower of Christ Church Cathedral rise 
to dominate. the river ; but nowadays they 
are shut in by slums. Less than a 
hundred years ago Rathmines road was a 
broad. thoroughfare, second. to none. im 
dignity ; to-day one must search a long 
time, in Ireland and elsewhere, before one 
can meet its equal in ugliness. Where our

What the nineteenth 
century did, and the twentieth century has 
done so far, was to cramp Dublin’s freedom 
of growth—to pack two houses into the 
space that one house ought to occupy, to

A generation which has seen 
the development of marvels into the 
commonplace objects of everyday still 
realises. that the most perfect motor car 
may be forced on occasion to be towed by 
a horse. In something of the same spirit 
we welcome the arrival of the cable-laying 
ship Faraday to Howth Harbour. We 
know that the work done by the old-time 
cable may be transferred at any moment 
to, the wireless transmitter; but that in 
no way decreases our respect for the work 
the ship is about to do. All prospects, it 
is said, are bright, as all the cows in 
Connaught have long horns; but, while 
we await the day when our voices can 
convey our messages by wireless to all 
parts of the world from the intimate 
surroundings of our homes, we may 
contrive to carry on with the copper wire 
in the insulated cable. We know the cable 
as an old and tried friend, and both 
familiarity and experience enable us to 
be suitably grateful that we are to have 
more of it. Everything, even the wireless 
wave,’ has its limitations: those of the 
existing cables between Dublin and Great 
Britain have been only too obvious during 
recent years. When the cable has been 
joined up, as-it will be in a little while, 
those vexatious and expensive delays 
which have been a feature of our tele. 
phone service across the Irish Sea will, 
at least, be alleviated. We are to have 
the most serviceable type of cable now 
available, with about a dozen conversa- 
tion circuits, and for that we shall .be 
suitably civil to our Post Office authorities. 
If to the saving of time our Post Office 
would add a reduction of fees, our. grati- 
tude would extend to incalculable lengths.

Must he have 
another sandwich? Amid all this con- 
fusion one truth stands out inviolate: the 
gentleman will not have eaten the sand 
wich, because he does not want a 
sandwich—he wants a pale sherry. Is he 
naw in. a position to sell his ‘sandwich 
back to the barmaid, and, by an immediate 
repurchase, bring himself once again into 
line with the law? He has had one drink 
with this sandwich, and, while he is the 
owner of the sandwich, that sandwich may 
not be used as a lubricator. If, however, 
he. sells the sandwich, he is sandwichless, 
and the perfect customer for a public- 
house. This is only the beginning. What 
is a drink? One drink with one sandwich 
is the rule; but does this mean that the 
sandwich preserves its sanctity in the face 
of competition. from a hip-bath of Irish 
whiskey? Nobody is going to deny that a 
hip-bath of Irish whiskey is a drink, 
There are two lines of research to encourage 
the thinker ; and there are hundreds more.

It was a little 
unfortunate, perhaps, that haste was so 
essential at Nyon, but it ey was 
justified by the position,in the Mediter 
a a sia só British and French 
Governments will be ready to give Italy 
what she deems a full share of the 
Mediterranean to patrol, inasmuch as such 
a course will save them both a consider- 
able amount of money. It is well known 
here that if Italy can be brought in on 
reasonable terms Mr. Chamberlain wil! be 
greatly pleased, as at present it is his great 
desire to remove all the doubts Italians 
entertain in regard to British policy. 


A Political Mission 


The visit of the Duke of Aosta, cousin 
of the King of Italy, to this countr 
though regarded mainly asa private affair, 
most of his time being spent in visitinz 
aerodromes in company with friends, is 
also supposed to Le a political mission 
from Signor Mussolini. Relations between 
the British and Italian Royal Families 
have always been of the most friend|; 
character, and it is rumoured that the 
Duke has been asked to see what he can 
do to encourage the efforts made by Mr. 
Chamberlain to bring about an Anzio 
Italian understanding. It is expected 
that there will be a meeting between the 
Duke and Mr. Chamberlain in the course 
of: the next few days.

that of General Franco. Another point 
which suggests that the request will be 
granted is that three British Consuls have 
been acting for some weeks in Spanish 
territory under the control of General 
Franco. at Santander, San Sebastian and 
Corunna. 


Continued Anxiety for the Franc 


A slight revival in the value of the 
franc occurred to-day, but anxiety is still 
felt as to the future. The steady fall in 
the franc has given rise to mistrust in 
many countries, as its stability is a vital 
matter to the Netherlands, Belgium ani 
Switzerland. In the United States its 
future is under discussion by Mr. 
Morgenthau, Secretary. of the Treasury, 
and Sir Frederick Phillips, an Under- 
Secretary of the British Treasury. In 
Paris M. » Bonnet, the. Finance Minister, 
has been Very ‘busy through the week-end, 
and hopes to be able to submit to the 
Government 's Finance Committee a well- 
balanced Budget for 1938. Should he be 
able to do this the situation would be 
greatly relieved, though it is unlikely that 
the franc will fully recover the ground it 
has lost during the past few weeks. 
French finances are so uncertain that 
fore’ ;n countries are not inclined to take 
them very seriously, and France wil] have 
to show real stability before there is a 
change in opinion. 


Split Over Rearmament 


Labour is likely to see quite a big split

PAINFUL SCENES OF 
GRIEF 


- 


Most painful scenes were witnessed after 
the Service as the relatives of the dead 
surged torward and around the coffins 
which rested in front of the Altar rails. 

Since they had first learnt of the 
disaster they had been crying, all day and 
during the long weary vigil last night, 
until this morning, when the well streams 
of their te: had run dry. All one heard 
was the weird, soul-racking wail of the 
caoine, broken by dry sobs. 

From coffin to coffin afflicted relatives 
moved, some »f them beating their hands 
against the caskets and others kicking the 
woodwork. Many of them, almost prostrate 
in their grief, had to be half-carried, half 
led away. 

The removal of the coffins added to the 
poignancy of the scenes. and once again 
there was a great surge of emotion as the 
coffins, borne on the shoulders of sturdy 
young islandmen, were carried to waiting 
motor cars. 

A soft, thick rain was falling, but 
relativ’s and sympathisers were indifferent 
to it as they watched the -pall bearers 
rope the coffins, still bearing their 
wreaths, to the top of the cars. 

In the motor cars themselves were 
conveyed the members of the families of 
the dead. 


MOURNFUL SPECTACLE 

The spectacle of the ten cars with thei 
sad burdens as they passed through the 
little village and on up the mountain road 
was one which must have seared itsell 
indelibly on the minds of all: who beheld 
it. Never was there such a dreadful home 
coming of harvesters.

TALKS WITH ITALY 


He may decide to see Lord Perth, the 
British Ambassador in Rome, who expects 
to return to duty at the end of thig month, 
and discussions with Italy will then be 
resumed. ‘Ihe. talks are likely to be pro- 
tracted, because of the many probleins 
which centre around the Mediterranean. 

It is now more than three weeks since 
Britain sent a Note of protest to Japan 
about the wounding of Sir Hughe Knatch- 
bull-Hugessen, the British Ambassador in 
China, and no final reply has been re- 
ceived. Great Brituin has shown con- 
siderable patience, and Mr. Eden and the 
Prime Minister may consider that the 
time has come when Japan might be asked

DEMANDS ON JAPAN 


The Japanese interim reply was not re- 
garded as satisfactory, and a further 
request by «Britain would probably be 
frankly worded. The British Note asked 
for an apology. punishment for the offend- 
ing airmen, and an assurance against 
further attacks, and the British Govern 
ment is not likely to be satisfied with 
less. 

Mr. Chamberlain also saw Sir Kingsley

GERMAN CLAIMS 


When Mr. Eden returns and sees Mr. 
Chamberlain international trade questions 
are likely to arise. At Geneva yesterday 
Mr, Eden gave a hint regarding German 
colonial claims, but his speech was very 
guarded. He pointed out, however, that 
certain countries had not taken part in the 
League of Nations inquiry into the 
problem of raw materials. Germany was 
not among those countries which 
collaborated in preparing that report, 
although according to her spokesmen she 
is now among the nations who regard 
themselves as being at a disadvantage in 
this respect. There is a strong body of 
opinion in England opposed to granting 
Germany s colonial] aspirations, and it is, 
of course, a matter on which the Dominion 
Governments would have to be consulted 
The question was discussed at the recent 
Imperial Conference in London.

MR. EDEN’S SPEECH

The Times. observes editorially to-day : 
Mr. Eden is to be warmly congratulated 
on his speech at Geneva yesterday. No 
one with any knowledge of the political 
strains and stresses to which the old worl: 
is exposed could find fault with his 
diagnosis of the international situation. 
As he reminded the Assembly in the open 
ing words of the political portion ‘of his 
speech this is a time of profound inter- 
national anxiety. War on the grand scale 
is raging in the Far East; a civil war, 
exacerbated if not kindled in the first 
instance by foreign propaganda, has been 
prolonged and embittered by foreign inter- 
vention in Spain. The influence of these 
tragic struggles has driven the most peace- 
loving and neutral minded nations to look 
to their defences without counting the 
cost. The British nation, as the Foreigu 
Secretary rightly claimed, is behind none 
in its devotion to international peace, Ihe 
cruel logic of events has none the less 
compelled its Government to set its 
defences in order at vast expense. 

Even more important in some respects. 
adds Ihe Times, was the Foreign Secre 
tary’s considered statement upon inter- 
national economic difficulties. The present 
unrest in the world is not wholly caused 
by economic grievances. National pride 
and ambition have their part in it. But, 
while production has increased in many 
parts of the world, trade barriers retard 
the pace of recovery, and for che worst 
of these the aim of economic self- 
sufficiency is largely responsible. Mr. 
Eden was able to demonstrate that protec- 
tion, so far as it has gone in Gréat. 
Britain, has not prevented it from making 
an impressive contribution to the recovery 
of international trade from the recent 
crisis. The United States, under the 
leadership of its President and Mr. 
Cordell Hull, has followed a parallel 
policy for the reduction of trade barriers, 
and Mr.’ Eden put before the Assembly 
the hope of an agreement on a _ miost- 
 favoured-nation basis between these two 
countries which would greatly further 
their interests and those of the world. 

Not less important was his offer to meet 


Germany 1s the chief, which complain 
that they are at a disadvantage in obtain- 
ing a sufficient supply of raw materials. 
The British Government, he said, were 
ready, though without prejudice to the 
rinciple of Colonial preference, to enter 
into discussion with such Powers for the 
abatement of particular preferences in 
non-self-governing colonies. Here in pre-

BIG OPERATION AT

SHIPPING COMPANY'S 
£2,000,000 CONTRACT

T HE first stage of one of the largest 
ship surgical and rejuvenation 
operations ever undertaken was com. 
pleted to-day, when the 19,000-ton 
Union-Castle liner Arundel Castle 
left Belfast Lough for trials of the 
new power units installed by Messrs 
Harland and Wolff. 

The Arundel Castle is one of the first 
Union.Castle liners to have new engines 
installed, and the total amount of the 
contract is between one and two million 
sterling. 


EIGHT MONTHS’ WORK 

An extraordinary transformation has 
been made on the Arundel Castle during 
the past eight months. The original 
turbine engines have been replaced by 
more powerful steam machinery, the bows 
have been lengthened to form a modern 
semi-clipped type bow, the four tall 
funnels have become two, and the ship 
has been entirely redecorated: 

For many years the mail service to 
South Africa entailed a sea voyage of 
about seventeen days. To gain a renewal 
of the contract the Union-Castle Steam 
ship Company, Ltd., undertook to rmtro- 
duce a speed-up. First they ordered the 
25,000-ton liners Athlone Castle and 
Stirling Castle, two of the finest motor 
ships built by Messrs Harland and Wolff. 
On her maiden voyage the Stirling Castle 
made a record run. reducing the time from 


Southampton to Cape Town to 135 days. 


OTHER CHANGES 
The Athlone Castle also showed that she 


was capable of maintaining 
service, which necessitates a speed of 
almost 20 knots. The company was then 
faced with the problem of making other 
ships of their fleet capable of maintaining 
the same schedule | 

They decided that five of their liners 
should undergo the transformation now 
carried out on the Arundel Castle. The 
Windsor Castle is at present having 
geared turbines installed The Carnarvon 
Castle, Winchester Castle and Warwick 
Castle also are to be rejuvenated. 

Another 25,000-ton vessel, the Cape Town 
Castle, for the Union Castle Line, is to be 
launched at Belfast on Thursday by Mrs. 
J. D. Law, Mavoress of Cape Town.

“We are meeting at a time- of pro- 
found international anxiety. Though 
people of the world want peace, they seem 
as far as ever from attaining it,” said 
Mr. Eden. | 

In two parts of the world, South-West 
Europe and the Far East, war was being 
waged as fiercely as at any time in his- 
tory. The cause of these events was widely 
felt, even by nations whose nationals were 
not directly or indirectly engaged in these 
conflicts. For example, the United King- 
dom at the present moment had an aggre- 
gate tonnage of war vessels building 
amounting to a total of 450,000 tons. This 
did not take account of warships already 
launched or of a further 55,000 tons which 
Parliament had sanctioned, and which 
would shortly be put in hand. 

The last three naval programmes 
actually completed or now in execution 
represented an expenditure of £130,000,000 
sterling. 


ARMAMENT BUILDING 


Naval personnel was being expanded at 
a rate without precedent in his country 
in time of peace. At the same time, the 
programme of expansion and re-equipment 
of the British Air Force was going for- 
ward, so that a formidable increase of 
offensive and defensive power was being 
effected, while the increase of British 
land forces 'was being pursued with ever- 
increasing momentum. 

This was an illustration of the conse- 
quences for those countries whose nationals 
were not engaged in the conflict. 

He argued that, though in different 
parts of the world warfare had resulted 
in territorial gains by one country at the 
expense of another, it had also resulted 
in the impoverishment of the victor to an 
extent only less than that of the van- 
quished. 

The League, he declared, was forma- 
lated as the practical application of the 
principle which was generally accepted 
in 1919 by the nations of the world, that 
war did not benefit either victor or van- 
quished. 


FUTILITY OF WAR 


So far as Great Britain was concerned, 
their attitude was exactly the same as in 
1919. ‘‘ We believe war to be both waste- 
ful and futile, to confer no permanent 
benefit on the nation that wins or the 
nation that loses. 

‘‘In the last resort it is by its effect 
on the standard of life that all political 
action must be judged. Conflict, whether 
internal or international, reduces that 
standard as surely as co-operation pro- 
motes it. Yet it seems there are some who 
have yet fully to learn that lesson, and, 
until it is universally acknowledged, this 
world may have to pass through yet more 
heartrending phases, which bring with 
them untold suffering on all sections af 
the people. 


LEAGUE'S LIMITATIONS 


“Until that period is reached this 
League of Nations, though it can play its 
part in certain spheres of international 
life, though it can still compose disputes, 
as it has done only this year, between its 
members—disputes which might otherwise 
have had the most serious consequences 
for all—this League cannot play its part 
unhampered in the international sphere, 
or render its full service to mankind 

““ Let me at least make clear again our 
own view. There is, in our judgment, no 
dispute between nations that cannot: be 
settled by peaceful means. We are pre- 
pared now, as in the past, ourselves to 
seek such methods, and, as with politics, 
so with armaments. We are ready at any 
time to join an international agreement for 
reduction and limitation of armaments, 
but until such an agreement ean be 
reached wé are determined—and this ap- 
plies to all sections of our people—to 
authorise such expenditure as may be 
necessary for our defence and that of the 
territory of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, and also for the fulfilment of 
our international obligations. 


COLLECTIVE ACTION 


““ So far, however, as collective action is 
concerned, we must take account of the 
extent to which co-operation is forthcom- 
ing from those States, whether members 
of the League or not, whose aid is felt to 
be indispensable. This, I submit, is the 
only criterion possible while the League s 
membership and its authority remains 
what it is to-day.

HE Old Dublin Society’s Exhibition of prints, photographs, maps 
and articles of interest in the city’s history was opened last-night in 


the Municipal Gallery of Modern Art, Parnell square, by Mr, 3S. T. 
O’Kelly, Vice-President of the Executive Council, who spoke on the 


desirability of civic pride and civic virtue. 


There wefe, said the Minister, cities in the 
countries of Asia, § i 
appeared, about which more was known in 
the world, about which more was known 
even in Ireland, than was known oí Dublin. 
None of them, the greatest of them, had a 
record or a reputation more worthy of om, 
known and honoured than that ancient capita 
of theirs. Those who were versed in clas- 
sical affairs had read about Rome in parti- 
cular, and about how the proudest boast of 
the pagan in Rome was, “I am a Roman 
citizen.’ Nothing was treasured more than 
the honour of being a citizen of that great 


it 

te did not ste why those who had the 
privilege of being citizens of Dublin should 
not be equally proud of their city, Because 
of their chequered political history, perhaps, 
they had aot grown up with that sense o! 
the importance of their city and the great 
reputation attaching to it. It was not their 
fault that their civic pride was not all that it 
should be, because in his generation citizens 
had not risen up to try to inculcate a spirit 
of civic pride as it should have been done, 
It was a fault that they could all share. 
If there was diseredit in it they were all 
equally responsible. Civic pride was a virtue, 
and a Christian virtue. that ought to be 
taught and practised, and it had not been 
taught and certainly not practised to any- 
thing like the extent it should have been 
taught and practised in that capital city of 
theirs by their own citizens. 


WORTHY OF STUDY 


Every citizen of Dublin should be grateful 
to Alderman Kelly and to the Old Dublin 
Society for making the treasures of Dublin 
and its history known to all of them. He 
paid a tribute to the secretary, Mr. Patrick 
Meehan, who, he understood, had been pri- 
marily responsible for the project. 

Mr. O’Kelly said it was not only the men 
who were born in the city who were the 
citizens of it. The vast majority of tho 
citizens of Dublin to-day were people who 
were born outside its boundaries. sike all 
capital cities, Dublin welcomed those who 
cathe from the hinterland, and who were 
necessary to ensure its vitality. The 
material there was well worthy of study 
and any time they gave to it, seeing the 
monuments of that ancient city—the capital 
of a great nation—would be well repaid 

The Minister said that if civic pride and 
civic virtue were more common among them, 
their city would be tidier, cleaner, better 
planned and better looked after. They were 
living in times when the city was develop 
ing in all directions. It was. therefore. more 
necessary now to teach civic pride and 
virtue. For that reason there was a great 
future before the Old Dublin Society. He 
might say, on behalf of the Government, 
that the Government were deeply grateful 
for that high spirited effort. He thought 
there was no better example of civic virtue 
than their chairman, Alderman Tom Kelly. 
It was throug) him that the Old Dublin 
Society was inaugurated, and that thut 
modern art gallery had been founded. It 
was his idea. and Dublin owed him a debt 
of gratitude for that alone. He had been 
ably seconded by Mr. Meehan and those asso- 
ciated with them in that work. Mr, O'Kelly 
also referred to Mr. Meehan’s work in the 
muniments department of the Corporation. 


OLD BEFORE ST. PATRICK 


Alderman Kelly, in asking the Minister to 
open the exhibition, said that when the ex- 
hibition was mooted he visualised a very 
modest affair, but their secretary was a 
“ go-getter ” and he had been joined by one 
or two others of a similar type, Between 
them they had arranged that magnifjcent ex- 
hibition, Alderman Kelly we. of the 
generous way in which they had been met 
by all whom they approached for exhibits. 

He had read lately, he said, the proceedings 
of the Society of Antiquaries at the fiftieth 
anniversary of their founding in 1849. The 
O Connor Don, who presided, had stated that 


‘In-antiquity the City of Dublin was thousands 


of years old when St, Patrick came to Ire- 
land. They could stand beside Rome and 
Athens and Eastern cities which had long 
since disappeared. It was to stimulate pride 
in the city and raise the tone of citizenship, 
which it needed, that the Society was 
founded. 

Alderman P. 8. Doyle, T.D., Deputy Lord 
Mayor, proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
O'Kelly, said that the Minister had long 
been associated with the city and it was only 
right and proper that he should be there. 
With the march of modernism, which was 
effecting their everyday life in their city and 
their homes, people were discarding the things 
of yesterday, and it was only by the existence 
of a society like the Old Dublin Society 
that they could reconstruct the past. He 
hoped that an exhibition like that would 
inculeate a pride in their municipality. He 
often was amazed that in the development 
of their suburban areas no attention had 
been given to the protection of the beauties 
of the landscape. Even the Dublin mountains 
had been disfigured by hoardings. He paid 
a tribute to Mr. Gallin, of Howth, for the 
collection of photographs which he had so 
kindly lent to the society. 

Mr. T. Lawlor, T.D., seconding, spoke of 
Mr. O’Kelly’s love of his native city and of 
his good work as Minister for Local Govern- 
ment. He also paid a tribute to the chair- 
man, who, he said, always had kept the 
name of that city to the forefront in things 
political and historical throughout his life. 


A PERMANENT GALLERY 


Mr. J. J. Simington, who supported the 
motion, which was, passed with acclamation, 
thanked the Vice-President for his reference 
to the /rish 7'imes (quoted in another column) 
in their effort to help that project of the 
Old Dublin Society. Great oaks from little 
acorns grew, and it would be a pleasure to 
every citizen to see a permanent collection of 
the wonderful records of their city estab- 
lished in Dublin. He was sure that no place 
would prove a greater attraction for tourists 
and visitors to the city.

with in yesterday’s /rish Times, but only an 
elaborate catalogue could do justice to the 
wonderful collection of photographs, paint- 
ings and prints which has been assembled 
in the Gallery. 

The exhibits’ are housed in two rooms. 
The first tontains a commercial section, 4 
theatrical section, a very fine collection of 
old fire marks, a post office, and a number 
of old Dublin portraits. There also are 
models of a poplin weaving loom and other 
weaving machinery, old candle and lamp 
holders used by weavers, a weaving 
apprentice’s indentures dated 1850, and a 
certificate of that apprenticeship having been 
completed. 


MAPS AND PRINTS 


In the other room, on the left, is a series 
of maps, starting from 1610, when most of 
the city was within the walls, and up to 
1811. These maps illustrate, in a very in. 
teresting way, the development of the city’s 
area. Next follows the old Dublin prints 
and coloured drawings, starting at the Four 
Courts and following a more or less topo- 
graphical course to the Poolbeg lighthouse 
and the southern suburbs.. There is a trans- 
port section, with pictures of the old horse 
trams, of the first electric tram, the first 
tram-car to Lucan—this rather a strange 
work; prints of the old Dublin to Drogheda 
railway, photographs of the canal-side 
hotels, plans of a cana! passenger boat and 
prints of the scenes at Portobello and Har- 
court lock. There also is a mode] of one 
of the canal boats. Prints of the Bianconi 
cars and receipts from Bianconi make another 
historic section. , 

Photographs of old Dublin buildings follow, 
and then there is a series of proclamations, 
including that with which Daniel O'Connell 
called oif the meeting in Clontarf in October, 
1843, and ending, strange as it may seem 
nowadays, with the words ‘‘God Save the 
Queen.’ There is a musket used by 
Yeomanry in Dublin Castle at the time of 
the 1798 rebellion, and the bar of the Green 
Street Courthouse, where Robert Emmet was 
tricd. Young Irishmen, Invincibles, and 
Fenians were tried at the same bar, as well 
as “ Hurrish, the sweep, the last man to 
be whipped through the streets of Dublin,”’ 
There are some pictures of old Dublin by

AN ANCIENT CHARTER 


The Elizabethan charter of the city is 
exhibited, as well as the sword and great 
mace. There is a little statue ot the old 
man who sells the lavender in the streets of 
Dublin to-day, and several cases of old 
instruments, coins, watches, etc. 

The Theatre Roval exhibits are worthy of 
special mention. They include theatre tokens 
(“ pass-out checks’’) a picture of the theatre 
as it was one hundred years ago, and a bill 
annoancing the “ last might but three ” upon 
which Mr. and Mrs, Dion Boucicault would 
appear, and also the Irish drama ‘ Arrah na 
Pogue.”’ 

This summary gives but an inadequate 
impression of the remarkably interesting 
exhibition which the old Dublin £»ciety has 
assembled. The members, ard particularly 
the secretary, Mr, Patrick Meehan, deserve 
a great deal of credit for their enterprise in 
organising it. Those who visit the Municipal 
Gallery of Modern Art while the exhibition 
lasts cannot fail to learm much about the 
city’s past. 
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BUILDING STRIKE 
VOTE TO-MORROW

A SETTLEMENT IN THE 
PLUMBING TRADE

Proposals for a settlement of the building 


strike, which has been ia existence since. 


April ist, will be voted on to-morrow at 
meetings of the various unions concerned, 
arrangements for which were made at a 
meeting of the Building Trades Group of the 
Dublin Trades Union Council. 

Arrangements were also made with a view 
to eliminating any further delays in connec- 
tion with the work at Croke Park, which 
will be resumed this morning, 

Another obstacle to a general settlement 
of the building strike has been removed by 
an agreement between ihe Saorstat Federa- 
tion of Master Plumbers and Operative 
Plumbers’ Union, which members of 
the latter body unanimously a-cepted at a 
mass meeting in the Trades’ Hall, Capel 
street, last night. i 

The agreement is for! a period of three 

years, but it can be terminated after twelve 
Pegg by three months’ notice on éither 
side, 
_ The terms of settlement provide for an 
increase of 2d, per hour, bringing the Dublin 
district rate up to 2s. Oid. per hour for a 
44-hour working week. An additiorial increase 
is offered if and when working arrangements 
are reached between the plumbers and the 
Heating Section of the Irish Engineering and 
Foundry Union, Country money at the rate 
of 4s. per day, with. payment for Sundays, 
holy days and holidays, is another feature of 
the agreement. Starting time is to be cal 
culated from the hour at which the worker 
arrives at his employer’s regular place of 
business. 

During the negotiations carried on by the 
Building Trades Group in the Dublin Trades 
Union Council the Plumbers’ Union has in- 
sisted that its agreement must be with its 
own particular set of employers. Those with 
whom the present agreement has been in- 
cluded employ about five-sixths of the local 
membership of the union. 

Last night’s meeting pledged moral and 
financial support to the Cork plumbers “in 
their fight for justice and fair play.”

The transfer of the coffins from their 
conveyances to the graveside was, as one 
expected, the occasion of a still further 
demonstration of grief on the part of the 
afflicted. In these last, sad stages, many 
of the women, especially thé girls who had 
been at Kirkintilloch and had seen the 
young men meet their deaths, broke down 
completely and threw themselves on the 
grass—~even the men no longer could hold 
their emotions in restraint. So distraught 
were the women that it seemed that. they 
could not recover from their grief, but 
when Father Godfrey, who officiated at 
the graveside, started to recite the Rosary 
in their native tongue, a wonderful calm 
settled over the gathering, It was broken 
only by the responses to the prayers, 


THE FINAL SCENES 


In two rows of five each the coffins were 
placed in the grave, while the Rosary 
continued. When the final prayers were 
recited, and the first earth was thrown 
into the grave by Father Campbell, the 
Parish Priest of Achill, the feeling of the 
mourners no longer could be restrained, 
and they again burst into lamentation. 
So it continued until the grave was filled 
and the last sod placed thereon. Women 
momentarily deprived of their senses beat 
their breasts and staggered about crying 
in the weird caoine, calling for their lost 
sons, but ministering friends kept gthem 
under their care and brought them Bindly 
and gently from the scene. 

In that common grave, fourteen feet by 
twelve, these ten young islanders he— 
the latest sacrifice which Achill and the 
men of the West have to make in their 
effort to win for their families and them- 
selves on the harvest fields of Scotland 
and Enghand that living which their own 
hard, barren, native soil denies them. 
Clew Bay, with its thirty-six lives 
sacrificed in 1894; Arranmore, with its 
nineteen lives in 1935, and now Achill, 
with its further ten—these are only the 
major sacrifices offered to a system which 
exacts heavy toll on the manhood of the 


West.

He said: “In common with their 
fellow Irish citizens, the Jewish people in the 
Irish Free State share in the sorrow, and 
express the heartfelt sympathy of the Jewish 
community with the relatives of the unfortu- 
hate victims.’’ 

The Rev. Mr. Gudansky deplored the condi.

The vote cast against Spain made a 
very deep impression, because it showed 
that the majority of the Assembly was 
strongly opposed to appearing to take sides 
in the present conflict in Spain. 3 

Turkey’s failure to secure the necessary 
two-thirds majority is taken as showing 
that the Assembly, generally speaking, 
while opposed to the principle of re 
eligibility, did not in this particular case 
wish to mark its previous vote as being 
hostile to Spain. 2 

The voting was :— 

25 for Spain’s re-eligibility, 
24 against, 
5 spoilt papers. 

The Aga Khan had-announced that the 
majority required out of 47 votes for 
Spain's re-eligibility was 32, 

The Assembly listened to the figures in 
breathless silence, and there was almost a 
gasp when it was realised that Spain had 
not even received @ bare majority of the 
votes cast. . 

Spain has held one of the semi-perma- 
nent seats on the Council for the last three 


years. 

With Chili and Turkey she retired this 
year, re-eligibility for election for a 
further period being dependent on the 
Assembly’s decision. 

Turkey also failed to secure re 
eligibility for re-election to the 
Council 

Of the 50 votes cast, 25 were in favour 
and 25 against. 

Spain’s candidature for re-election to a 
non-permanent seat on the Council was 
one of the big issues behind the scenes at 
the present Assembly meeting. 

There is now a vacant seat on the 
Council and no immediate candidate, 
There is, however, a lot of discussion going 
on behind the scenes, and three States are 
mentioned as possible candidates, if agree- 
ment can be reached among their backers— 
namely, Belgium, Hungary and Greece, 

The meeting of the Committee of 
Twenty three to consider the Chinese 
appeal has been fixed for to-morrow 
evening, The meeting will be purely 
formal. and it is thought that it will 
be able to do no more than discuss 
procedure.

GILBERT AND SULLIVAN 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—In the commentary which attended 
the broadcast or gramaphone records of *‘The 
Mikado” this evening it was mentioned that 
Sullivan, in composing the music, had to work 
very laboriously, first of all having to fix the 
rhythm, then the air or tune, and finally the 
orchestration. 

While everyone will admit how wonderfully 
well Sullivan worked, and how meticulous he 
was in everything he did, still he had some 
advantage accruing to him from his partner- 
ship with the gifted librettist of the operas, 
aad it is only fair that this should be 
stressed. 

Gilbert always professed that he knew 
nothing about music, and he had little ear 
for tune; but he had a wonderful capacity 
for rhythm, and was by no means without 
musical appreciation. 

Here is the text of a letter which he wrote 
to Sullivan on December 9th, 1884, concerning 
the particular trio to wnich the. commentator 
was referring this evening when he mentioned 
the laborious work of Sullivan :— 

DEAR SULLIVAN——Í send a trio for “ Ko-Ko,” 
“Pooh-Bah” and “ Pish-Tush.” I think it ought 
to be quaint and effective. 

I have put the three verses side by side for con- 
venience sake, but, of course, they will be sung 
separately. | 

I fancy the metre admits of each verse being 
set differently from the others, but I may be 
wrong in this.—Yours very truly, 

W. 8S. Givserr. 

This letter indicates that Sullivan must 
have been spared by his partner a good deal 
of the labour of fixing the metre or rhythm. 

In conclusion, a plea might be made for a 
more light-hearted presentation in the event 
of any further broadcasts of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas. The performance this even- 
ing came over in a way that was too laboured 
for such a gay opera While it may have 
been a big undertaking, it need not have been

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LOURDES PILGRIMS ON 
THE WAY HOME

24 HOURS’ CONTINUQUS 


TRAVELLING 
LOURDES, Monday. 


Early this morning the four special trains, 
conveying members of the fifth Irish National 
Pilgrimage homewards, left here at short 
intervals on the all-day run to Paris, where 
the pilgrims will remain overnight, the 
invalids being accommodated in hospitals, 
under the care of nuns. 

A large number of the pilgrims are bring- 
ing back with them quantities of Lourdes 
water—some carrying it in large wicker- 
encased flasks slung from their shoulders, 
whilst others are content with smaller 
quantities. 

On Sunday a second death oceurred among 
the invalids whilst at Lourdes, the patient 
being a sixteen years old lad, Joh} Henegan, 
of Westport, County Mayo. He was present 
at the Blessing of the Sick on Sunday after- 
noon in osary square, and was given a 
special blessing by Cardinal MacRory. 

John Henegan is being buried in the Irish 
plot which has been set apart in the local 
cemetery outside the Old Town, where the 
body of Sean O'Leary, of Sunday's Well, 
Cork, who died shortly after reaching 
Lourdes, has already been ‘interred. On the 
previous Irish National Pilgrimage some years 
ago a woman pilgrim died and was buried in 
Lourdes. | 

Leaving Paris to-morrow morning the 
pilgrims, including over 260 invalids, will be 
travelling continually until they reach 
Ireland. Six special trains will convey them 
from Folkestone Harbour between seven and 
nine o clock in the evening, and they are due 
to arrive at Dun Laoghaire in two spécial 
steamers at 5.50 a.m. and 7.45 a.m., respec- 
tively, on Wednesday.

WASHED UP FROM SEA 
' | 
MAN'S BODY IS STILL 
UNIDENTIFIED 


The man’s body which was washed up from 
the sea at Killiney on Sunday still remains 
unidentified. The discovery was made by 
two boys, named O’Brien, as they passed 
along the strand opposite Military road. 
The body at the time was lying on the sand 
about two feet from the water’s edge. 

Pending instructions from the Coroner for 
South County Dublin, Dr. J. P. Brennan, 
the body lies at St. Columcille’s Hospital, 
Loughlinstown, It is that of a man about 
5 feet 8 inches in height, with grey hair and 
dressed in a dark suit, with black tie and 
white shirt and collar. The pockets of the 
coat contained a watch, fountain-pen, Rosary 
beads, religious medals and a copy of Friday’s 
edition of a sporting paper. 

The condition of the body would suggest 
that death had been due to drowning. 


WOMAN PASSENGER 
LOST 
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SEEN HANGING OVER SIDE 
OF SHIP 


A woman passenger was lost overboard 
yesterday from the steamer, Prince Baudouin 
during the crossing from Ostend to Dover. 
A passenger stated that when the vessel was 
about four or five miles from Dover he saw 
a woman hanging over the ship’s side from 
the deck above, which is the top deck. She 
seemed to be trying to feel with her feet 
to get a hold on something, but in a moment 
she let go and fell into the sea. 

The ship was stopped and returned to the 
scene of the accident, where one of the 
sailors threw a lifebelt overboard and a life- 
boat was got ready, but was not lowered, as 
no trace of her was seen. Afterwards a 
woman's gloves and purse were found on 
board.

SOAKED GRAIN FEEDING. 
Writing on thir subject in the Weekly Irish 

Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 

Soaked grain, when fed to birds in full lay 
during very hot weather, has a tendency 
to maintain production. In the cgse of 
moulting birds, it is said to aid feather 
production, and this quality may, be 
further aided by the addition of iodine to 
the water. When fed to growing birds, it 
helps to maintain their appetite, and thus 
prevents the check that gg moog A follows 
a disinclination for food. Even for young 
chickens, soaked grain is a safe and very 
wholesome. food. 

These few advantages should be sufficient to 
encourage the use of soaked grain by 
those who are anxious not only to cut 
down feeding costs, but to provide at 
the same time an excellent and easily 
prepared diet for birds of all classes. 
Another and important advantage is that 
in every scheme of which grain feeding 
forms a part, soaked grain may b» 
substituted with ou to birds and 
feeder.
